Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Smith  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  Yoar  ended  31st 
December,  195&. 

The  number  of  live  birbhs  attributable  to  the  District  during  1 956 
was  7 6  or  10  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year,  giving  a  Birth  Rate  of 
16.8  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  the  figure  of  15.7  for  England 
and  Wales.  The  Birth  Rate  for  the  District  is  the  lowest  recorded  since 
1 949  when  it  was  16.3. 

The  number  of  deaths  attributable  to  the  District  *was  43  or  13  fewer 
than  in  the  yoar  1955,  and  the  Death  Rato  was  9.5  per  1,000  population  as 
against  11.7  for  the  County  as  a  whole.  This  is  the  lowest  Death  Rate 
recorded  for  the  District  since  1952.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there 
were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis.  There  was  one  such  death  in  the  previous 
yoar. 

Only  one  infant  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age  as  compared  with 
two  in  the  year  1955.  There  were ,  however,  three  more  stillbirths. 

Once  again  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no  deaths 
attributable  to  child-birth.  There  have  been  no  such  deaths  since  1941. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  was  312  as 
compared  with  6l  in  1955.  The  increase  is  accounted  for  by  an  outbreak  of 
measles. 

The  Council’s  proposals  in  regard  to  slum  clearance  have  not  yet  been 
put  into  effect,  but  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  receive  further  consider¬ 
ation  in  the  near  future. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  the  implementation  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  but  more  action  will  be  required  in  order  to  achieve 
the  requisite  standards. 

The  Clean  Air  Act  1956,  received  the  Royal  Assent  during  the  year,  and 
certain  provisions  of  the  Act  became  operative  on  31  si  December,  1 956.  This 
Act,  when  fully  operative,  will  enable  Local  Authorities  to  combat  the  evils 
of  atmospheric  pollution. 

During  the  year,  details  wore  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  in  connection  with  the  S  ewe  rage  Scheme  for  the  District 
which  will  link  with  Preston  and  District  Joint  Scheme,  and  so  render  the 
local  sewage  disposal  works  unnecessary.

Some  of 
the  milk  is  Parm  Bottled,  tnat  is  to  say  bottled  on  the  farm  of  production, 
T.T,  milk  which  is  not  Parm  Bottled  is  either  purchased  at  the  .Ashley  Dairy 
or  at  an  attested  farm  and  bottled  on  the  retailer’s  premises. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood  control  milk 
production  at  the  farms,  and  any  milk  found  to  fail  the  methylene  blue  test 
or  the  bacteriological  test  is  reported  to  the  County  Milk  Production  Officer 
for  his  information  and  action,  and  at  the  same  time  the  milk  producer  is 
informed  of  the  unsatisfactory  result.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

• 

There  are  six  industrial  installations  burning  hard  fuel.  All  except 
one  have  mechanical  stoking  of  some  form  or  other  and  generally  speaking  have 
worked  fairly  satisfactorily  regarding  control  of  emission  of  black  smoke. 

One  installation  closed  down  during  the  year,  which  owing  to  old  and  out  of 
date  plant,  had  been  a  source  of  serious  trouble  in  the  district  for  a  large 
number  of  years. 

No  formal  action  has  yet  been  taken  with  regard  to  the  implementation 
of  the^  Clean  Air  Act  but  it  is  intended  that  the  district  as  a  whole  shall  be 
surveyco. with  a  view  to  zoning  the  area  in  preparation  for  the  setting  up  of 
smoxe  control  areas  in  the  future.  The  immediate  need  for  this  has  not  yet 
been  necessary ,  it  being  -the  intention  of  the  Government  that  th®  more  densely 
industrial  areas  be  treated  first. 
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MEAT 


'There  is  no  change  in  the  present  position  with  regard  to  licensed 
slaughterhouses  in  the  Longridge  district.  One  private  licensed  slaughterhouse 
is  at  present  operating. 

As  a  result  of  the  resiprocal  arrangement  with  Mr,  R.  Graham,  Public 
health  Inspector  of  Fulwood  Urban  District  Council  and  Mr.  Page  for  the 
carrying  out  of  meat  inspections  in  each  district  when  either  of  them  is 
away  100/6  inspection  of  all  animals  killed  has  been  maintained.  This  arrangement 
continues  to  work  very  successf ully. 

No  major  alterations  or  improvements  have  been  necessary  and  the 
slaughterhouse  has  been  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition  the  working 
conditions  being  found  to  be  fairly  good. 

There  were  40  cattle,  100  cows,  686  sheep  and  lambs  and  1  pig  slaughtered 
and  examined  during  the  year. 

Three  whole  carcases  were  condemned  for  generalised  Tuberculosis  and 
6  cattle,  32  cows  and  1  calf  were  affected  by  this  disease  in  some  organ  or 
other. 

Seven  cattle,  26  cows,  33  sheex-)  and  lambs  and  1  pig  had  parts  or  organs 
condemned  for  diseases  other  than  Tuberculosis. 

One  cow  was  found  to  be  affected  with  Cysticercosis  and  the  carcase  was 
submitted  for  treatment  by  refrigeration  before  being  released  for  human 
consumption.  All  meat  condemned  is  voluntarily  surrendered  and  as  in  the 
past  arrangements  are  made  for  it  to  be  transported  to  a  suitable  factory 
designed  for  the  treatment  of  diseased  meat  y/nere  it  is  rendered  safe  and 
sterile  before  being  utilisea  for  purposes  other  than  human  comsumption. 

Of  the  other  foods  examined  approximately  36  lbs.  was  condemned  as 
being  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Again  such  food  was  voluntarily 
surrendered  and  disposed  of  by  the  local  authority. 


FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATION 

A  number  of  visits  have  been  made  to  food  shops  in  the  district  with 
regard  to  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  Shopkeepers 
generally  have  co-operated  and  in  the  main  have  agreed  to  carry  out  the 
necessary  alterations  to  bring  their  premises  up  tp  the  desired  standard. 

The  position  regarding  hawkers  who  deal  with  open  food  is  somewhat 
difficult  and  a  suitable  standard  for  the  provision  of  necessary  equipment 
has  not  y.et-  been  achieved.

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  iinnual  Report  for  the  year  1956. 

The  body  of  the  report  endeavours  to  show  by  tabulation  the  major 
activities  of  the  department.  Though  the  less  spectacular  work  which 
requires  to  be  done  is  not  shown,  considerable  time  is  taken  in  dealing 
with  the  day  to  day  problems  which  are  required  to  be  solved. 

With  the  public  becoming  more  clean  food  minded  the  work  involved 
with  food  preparation  premises  is  making  progress  and  there  appears  to 
be  a  more  ready  co-operation  by  shop  keepers  to  comply  with  the  Pood 
Hygiene  Regulations. 

Some  of  the  difficulties  in  this  field  still  remain  to  bo  tackled 
satisfactorily  especially  that  of  the  hawker  dealing  with  open  food  on 
vehicles. 

Much  of  the  work' in  connection  with  nuisances  in  house  property  has 
been  carried  out  by  informal  action,  and  in  no  case  was  it  found 
necessary  to  apply  for  legal  action  to  be  taken.  There  is  a  reluctance 
on  the  part  of  owners  to  carry  out  any  extensive  repairs  to  their  property 
due  to  the  low  rents  received,  but  nearly  all  are  prepared  to  keep  them 
wind  and  weatherproof . 

The  number  of  conversions  from  waste  water  closets  to  washdown  water 
closets  has  fallen,  there  only  being  12  carried  out  during  the  year  and 
one  pail  closet  to  a  wash  down  water  closet.  It  does  appear  that  the 
rate  of  progress  is  slowing  down  and  the  time  may  be  approaching  when 
action  by  the  Council  imay  be  necessary  to  complete  the  conversion  of  all 
waste  Vi/ater  closets  in  the  district. 

Details  of_  Inspect ions 

Visits  to  premises  during  the  year  totalled  1306  and  are  detailed 
as  follows

HOUSING- 


Pour  houses  were  closed  in  pursuance  of  undertakings  given  by  owners 
under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Ret,  1936  and  are  still  operative.  These 
house3  are  those  included  in  the  list  under  Section  1  of  the  Housing  Repairs 
ana  Kents  Act,  1954,  and  have  been  closed  due  to  their  dangerous  and 
delapidated  condition  requiring  immediate  action. 

Five  applications  for  improvement  grants  under  the  Housing  .Act,  1949 
part  2  were  approved  and  six  schemes  have  been  completed  during  the  year. 

hn  application  for  a  certificate  of  disrepair  issued  in  1955  was 
completed  and  the  owner  has  now  received  a  certificate  of  fitness.  No 
demolitions  of  houses  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Twenty  houses  were  dealt  with  informally  and  the  owners  carried  out  the 
necessary  repairs  to  render  them  fit. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


One  part  tune  rodent  operative  is  employed  by  the  Council  and 
infestations  have  not  been  heavy. 

As  in  previous  years  domestic  treatments  continue  to  be  carried  out  at 
no  cost  to  the  occupier,,  commercial  premises  being  charged  as  in  the  past, 

ihe  treacmencs  carried  out  ac  the  sewage  works  and  Thornley  tic  have 
continued  enroughout  the  year  and  no  serious  infestation  has  occurred. 

Two  six  monthly  treatments  were  carried  out  in  1956  of  the  Council 
sewage  works  and  only  in  isolated  cases  was  it  found  necessary  to  poison  at 
some  of  the  mannoles.  This  regular  six  monthly  treatment  does  ensure  that 

there  is  no  large  build  up  of  rodent  infestation  in  our  sewers.

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DRAINAGE 


Twelve  waste  water  closets  and  one  pail  closet  were  converted  to  fresh, 
water  closets  during  the  year.  The  progress  regarding  these  conversions 
continue  at  a  steady  rate  there  being  152  waste  water  closets  remaining  in 
the  district.  The  76  pail  closets  continue  to  have  to  be  dealt  with  by 
the  weekly  service  and  there  appears  to  be  little  chance  of  having  improvements 
made  to  this  type  of  closet.  All  these  closets  are  situated  where  there  is 
no  water  carriage  system  and  the  properties  concerned  are  of  such  an  age  and 
condition  that  there  is  no  likelihood  of  improvements  being  made. 

Ail  new  drainage  works  continue  to  be  tested  by  means  of  the  water  test 
and  standard  of  such  drainage  continues  to  be  satisfactory. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Disinfection  of  premises  together  with  bedding  and  personal  effects 
have  been  carried  out  where  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Tuberculosis  have 
occurred.  Library  books  are  dealt  with  at  the  Council  premises  with 
Formalin  treatment  prior  to  returning  them  to  the  respective  libraries. 

Beds  and  bedding  are  destroyed  on  request  when  a  death  nas  occurred. 

INSPECTION  OF  LILT  AMP  OTHER  FOODS 

Ante-mortem  insjDections  are  carried  out  at  the  slaughterhouse  and  all 
animals  slaughtered  are  inspected  prior  to  sale  for  human  consumption.  The 
weight  of  meat  surrendered  amounted  to  3,306  lbs.

House  and  Trade  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


Collection. 

The  collection  of  refuse  during  1956  was  approximately  the 
same  as  in  the  year  1955,  and  a  weekly  collection  was  maintained 
without  any  serious  breakdown* 

The  number  of  bins  collected  rose  by  U-G  making  a  total  of 
1141  „  This  increase  has  been  spread  over  the  first  10  years  duo  to 
private  and  public  house  building  and  though  the  same  staff  is 
employed,  the  increase  amounts  to  well  over  10  per  cent  of  the  previous 
number  , 

The  weather  conditions  at  times  constituted  a  problem,  the  wet 
weather  being  a  greater  hazard  than  the  snow.  The  staff  carried  out 
their  duties  satisfactorily  and  there  was  no  undue  absenteeism  due  to 
sickness,, 


Disposal. 

There  is  no  change  with  regard  to  the  disposal  of  refuse  which 
continues  to  be  dealt  with  at  the  Thornley  Tile  Kiln. 

The  remarks  contained  in  the  report  last  year  regarding  the 
difficulty  of  finding  sufficient  soil  to  suitably  cover  the  tip  still 
applies. 

Rodent  control  on  the  tip  has  been  maintained  and  no  serious 
complaint  of  a  large  infestation  has  occurred.  Constant  treatments 
have  been  necessary  to  combat  the  efforts  of  the  rots  who  find  the 
living  conditions  in  a  worm  tip  very  much  to  their  liking. 

Other  vermin  such  as  beetles  and  crickets  have  been  controlled  as 
in  the  past  by  the  use  of  insecticidal  powders  used  in  the  dustbins  and 
no  nuisance  has  occurred  from  this  source. 

Salvage. 

The  figures  of  the  collection  of  salvage  shows  a  drop  of  8  tons, 
this  being  mainly  in  respect  of  paper  salvage.  The  reason  for  the 
drop  is  due  to  the  Thames  Board  Mills  not  being  able  to  accept  the 
whole  of  the  collection  and  having  to  fix  a  quota  that  Longridge  is 
restricted  to. 
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The  excess  of  paper  not  sent  to  the  Thanes  Board  Mills  amounted 
to  approximately  15  tons  and  has  had  to  be  stored  until  such  tine  as 
disposal  can  be  secured  when  the  restrictions  are  removed. 

The  yield  figures  per  no  nth,  per  1,000  of  population, of  paper 
collected  shows  a  drop,  this  drop  is  accounted  for  in  that  the  figures 
relate  to  paper  sold  and  not  collected*  Had  all  paper  colloc  ed  during 
1956  been  able  to  be  disposed  of  there  would  have  been  a  slight  increase 
in  the  rate  per  1,000  population  collected. 

The  price  received  from  Thhnes  Board  Mills  for  waste  paper  leas 
remained  the  same  as  in  the  year  1955#
